Election/Restrictions

Group III claim(s) 44-57, drawn to a wood chipping apparatus having a knife and clamp 
differing from that of the knife and a clamp of Groups I and II (i.e. no deflector ridges) and 
having an inner clamping member having a second semi-cylindrical interlocking feature. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-III do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the reasons noted above the inventions of Groups I-III are separable and 
distinct.
